France, Wednesday, June 12.—The 
excellence of the American artillery 
fire was largely responsible for the 
capture by American marines of ap- 
proximately 400 prisoners in the 
fighting which resulted in the clear- 
ing out of the Belleau wood, north- 
west of Chateau-Thierry 
The Ger- 


mans, who had been told to avoid 
capture 
because 
the 
Americans 


would tortue them, started to run 
after the American machine-gunners 
had made the "wood untenable, but 
the artillery barrage was so perfect 
that the Germans were cut off from 
escape. 


Among the prisoners are six of- 


ficers—a major, a captain and four 
lieutenants. 
All were poorly clad. 


The prisoners said they were glad to 
be captured and several expressed 
a desire to gor to the Unitd- States 
after the war to live. 


All of Germany's plans they ad- 


mitted, called for ending the war 
next fall. The prisoners were told, 
they said, that among the Americans 
were many negroes. 


The scarcity of officers in the Ger- 


man army Is shown by the fact that 
one of the prisoners—a first ser- 
geant—commanded a company. He 
said this was a common thing now. 
All the prisoners expressed admira- 
tion for the fighting qualities of the 
Americans.

WILL WITHDRAW HER 
"' TROOPS IN RUSSIA 


TO WESTERN FRONT 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


London, June 13 —Germany is 
about to withdraw the bulk of her 
troops now in Russia for service on 
the western front, according to a 
statement in Maxim Gorky's news- 
paper, the Petrograd Novaia Zhizn, 
quoted bj the Daily News corre- 
spondent at Stockholm. The Novaia 
Zhizn claims to give the text of a 
dispatch sent by General Falken- 
hayn, former chief of the German 
general staff which it says was in- 
tercepted, in which General Falken- 
hayn declares that the battles on the 
western front are critical and de- 
cisive, but that in order to insure 
definite victory and the end of the 
war, the concentration of enormous 
forces will be necessary. 


"In view of the fact 
that 
our 
troops on the Russian and Ukraine 
fronts have attained their objects," 
the dispatch continues, 
"and 
are 


now resting,' the emperor 
has in- 


structed the general staff to take 
measures for the transporation to 
France of the majority of the Ger- 
man forces in White Russia, Ukraine 
and Great Russia, leaving there only 
small 
detachments 
necessary 
to 


maintain order." 
The transportation, according to 


%the quoted message was to be ef- 
fected within seven days 
Strong 


measures were to be taken against 
possible interference by employes of 
the Russian railroads with the troop 
movement.

to Longriew hospital, according to a 
special report made to

board of administration today by a 
United States meat inspector. 
Immediately upon receipt of the 


information Dr. North, Faperintend- 
ent of the hospital at Cincinnati was 
notified not to accept any further 
deliveries from the firm and a letter 
was sent to Dr. North in which the 
statement was made that the accept- 
ance of such meats in view of the 
contract "by officers of the instilu- 
ion was both disgusting and embar- 
rassing." 
The meat packing firm was not 


only notified not to make any fur- 
ther deliveries on its contract, bat 
also not to bid hereafter for fur- 
nishing any meat for any slate In- 
stitution as its bid would not be 
considered and at the same time ev- 
ery institution managing officer in 
the state was notified not to make 
any purchases of the Cincinnati firm. 


According to the federal meat in- 
spector, representatives of the Cin- 
cinnati meat packing concern, claimed 
that it would do no good to make 
complaint 
to

administration 
board, and that "anything was good 
enough for inmates of stale inslilu- 
tions."

Germans Halted and Driven Back Across the 
River Matz; Enemy Advance To ward Compiegne 


Has Been Checked By Brilliant Counter Attack

German forces which succeeded in 


crossing the Mati river to the west 
of the Oise on the battlefront south 
of Noyon held their positions there 
for but a brief period, French 
troops counter attacking the enemy, 
have hurled him back to the north 
bank of the river and checked his 
advance toward Compiegne. 


The news from die scene of the 


tremendous struggle, as told in of* 
ficial statements shows that on the 
field west of the Oise the Germans 
have come to a halt for the present 
at least. 
The enemy has not renewed his 


attacks on the line from Courccllcs 
to Aiitheuil, where on Tuesdaj a 
brilliant counter 
attack 
of 
the 
French swept the invaders back and 
re-established the French lines on 
the plateau overlooking the centre 
of the German position. 
This posi- 


tion is most embarrassing to the 
Germans for it places manj of their 


most important lines of communica- 
tion under the direct fire of the 
French artillerj. 


Further east the Germans simi- 


larly have not continued their ad- 
vance toward the Aronde river. 


The crossing of the Matz river by 


the Germans Tuesday night consti- 
tuted a verj serious threat to Com- 
piegne. 
It "also tended to weaken 


the French positions on the east side 
of the Oise rhcr. The French sac- 
cess in driving the enemy back 
across the Matz, therefore, is cheer- 
ing news for the allies. The French 
are now strongh posted on the south 
bank of the Matz. 
East of the Oise the French have 


w ithdrawii their line* south of the 
Ourscamp and Carlepont forests but 
are protecting the 
Laiajue 
forest 


along a line which is verj strong. 
This change in tlie line was expected 
since the Germans occupied Kibe- 
court on the west bank of the Oise. 
The attack on the front M»uthwe*>t 


ot Soissons is making giound but 
the progress is apparently too slow 
for the Germans to realize their plan 
to cut in behind Compiegiie forest 
and outflank the "French positions 
further north. In the fighting so far, 
the Germans have made less than a 
mile along a front about three miles 
in extent from south of Ambleny to 
St. Pierre-Aigle.

The Germans realize, evidently, 


the danger to them in the Chatean- 
Thierry sector near the Marne and 
have made a violent attack against 
the line held b> the Ameiican troops 
northwest of tliat city.

German progress along the Oise 


river is being counterbalanced by 
French gains on the western wing of 
the battlefront, which now has been 
extended to northeast 
of 
Villers- 
Cotterets 
The heaviest fighting is 


taking place along the 
line 
from 


Rubescourt to the juncture of tbe 
Matz and the Oise. with the French 
having the advance on most of the 
sector. 


From Rubescourt to Dommiers is 


almost 50 miles but in the center be- 


tween the Oise and the Aisne rivers, 
where the French have retired to a 
new line through Bailly, Tracy-Le- 
Val and Nampcel, there has been no 
fighting the French withdrawal hav- 
ing been carried out unobserved. 


The struggle northeast of Villers- 


Cotterets, where the Germans 
ap- 


parently are attempting to force a 
passageway between the natural de- 
fenses of the Ritz forest and the for- 
est of Compiegne, has not yet devel- 
oped the great bitterness of the bat- 
tle west of the Oise. 


Although the enemy keeps up his 


desperate struggle west of the Oise 
he has been unable to gain except 
at the junction of the Oise and the 
Matz where he has crossed to tte 
southern bank of the Matz and oc- 
cupied Melicocq, about five 
miles 


north of Compiegne. In the centre, 
around Antheuil, all 
German 
at- 


tempts have been broken up. 


On the left the French have 


gained additional 
ground 
despite 


strong German counter-attacks be- 
tween Belloy and St. Maur and have 
takea 400 additional prisoners. The 
fighting along this front continues 
to be of the most sanguinary char- 
acter.

No engagements have been devel- 


oped along the new French line east 
at the Oise. The French retirement 
was made necessary as tbe German 
guns dominated the forests 
south 


and east of the Oise. 
The French 


line now lies in front of-the forest 
of Laigue, which 
is 
immediately 


north of the forest of Compiegne. 


South of the Aisne the Germans 


have made some progress on 
the 


plateau west of Dommiers and Cutry. 
The French troops, in hand to hand 
fighting, repulsed the enemy efforts 
north of Cutry and immediately 
south of Dommiers'. 


Southeast of Villers-Cotterets the 


•French along the Clignon river have 
captured Montcourt and the south- 
ern part of Bussaires. This sector 
is the western end of the front on 
which the Americans have been 
gating but there was no American 
activity Wednesday. 


On the Flanders battlefield 
the 


French have carried out raids 
in 


the region of Locre. The American 
sectors have been quiet. In Picardy 
Germans prisoners have been taken 
by American patrols, while north- 
west of Toul the artillery fire con- 
tinues strong.

As to • the clearing out of 


Belleau wood, northwest of Chateau- 
Thierry by American marines with 
the capture of more than 309 pris- 
oners, Berlin officially says:

be a shrewd policy to do so Instead 
ot pouring a lot of 
exciting 
and 


maddening matter upon 
men who 


are to develop scientific, cool headed 
methods of licking the German peo- 
ple 


For instance we have a program 


'here every nigl t at the "Y " One 
evening we will have the 
various 


bands of 
the 
camp. 
Instead of 


playing soul stirring patriotic airs 
they most likely will play some very 
intricate air from William Tell or 
something from the 
other operas 


Maybe they will play "The Perfect 
Day" or "Somewhere a 
Voice 
Is 


Calling" or mayhap, the "Little Gray 
Home in the West " The men sit IB 
absolute 
silence, all care 
driven 


trom their faces, their minds three 
thousand miles away to associations 
made dear by these very airs When 
the final strains come the building 
fairly shakes with the tumult of ap- 
plause. 
Perhaps some 
one 
sings 


"Mother Macree," and though

Irish, are in the minority you can 
see tears glistening 
in eyes when

War 
Why yes, 


we are all preparing for the actual 
conflict, and the men say they gel 
enough of it during the day so we 
do not burden them with it at night. 


One thing I wish to emphasize for 


the comfort of mothers who fear the 
worst. I have never even at a 'Far- 
mers' Picni^ nor at the State Grange 
meeting seen men so fit physically, 
as these 
Of course some drink a 


little, others gamble some, still oth- 
ers cuss much, and nearly all smpke 
a lot, but the clean, healthful life 
has transformed a body of 
shop 


men, store keepers, clerks etc, Into 
an organization, of which this is a 
small part, which can cope with any 
of the devils parading 
in 
human 


form on any front. 


That last phrase may cause some 


of my good friends to think I have 
gone to the bad over here; but when 
we read in a month old magazine 
of some atrocities of these enemies 
of mankind, it gets even the expres- 
sive powers of" a Presbyterian elder 
stirred up just a little. 


In your letter you mentioned the 


War Savings Stamp campaign. You 
may lie interested in knowing-the 
Y. M. C. A* has a unique method of 
sending mone'y back to the states. 
We accept money at the huts in 
France which is then sent together 
with an application blank to our Pa- 
ris office. 
These in turn are listed 


and sent to the home office where 
drafts are secured and mailed direct 
to the recipient. 
There is no possi- 


bility of a loss because the balance 
on this side is 
balanced 
against 


American funds, and only a list made 
in duplicate and sent by different 
lines is mailed across. One interest- 
ing thing is the number of foreign 
born boys who send 
their 
funds 


home. 
Some can't talk 
English 


plain enough to get names right. 
One had twenty letters in his sur- 
name, 
and furthermore he pro- 


nounced it. I didn't. 


Continued some time later. One

Xot because of the meals* oh. no; it's 
because that is the time the'mail is 
distributed. 
The man who is for- 


tunate enough to get one letter or a 
dozen is the envied 
of mankind. 


Perhaps next day the 
tables are 


turned. However, that maybe, it is 
well to remember this: that a lot 
these soldiers arc mere boys and the 
lack of some things conducive 
to 


comfort makes them think of home 
and home folks; So then, any one 
who can write to a soldier boy (or 
Y. M. C. A. secretary for that mat- 
ter) is doing a real service. The 
mail* are slow of course, but In- 
creasingly sure, so letters will Oiler 
through in time, and will put heart 
Into many a disheartened boy.

MANAGEMENT. 


Director 
General 
McAdoo 
will 


place 
in direct 
charge 
of 
each 


railroad for operating purposes la 
representative to be 
known as a 


Federal manager. 
These Federal 


managers will be chosen, so far as 
practicable from the operating of- 
fices of their respective railroads. 


Tne 
Federal 
manager of each 


railroad will endeavor to avail him- 
self to the fullest extent of his rail- 
icad organization. This, it is believ- 
ed, will secure the best results dur- 
ing government 
control, and reas- 


sure the officers and employees of 
the railroads and the stockholders 
o: the protection of the just interest 
of all. 


The responsibility for the opera- 


tion of the roads will be directly up- 
on the regional directors, to whom 
the Federal 
managers 
report, and 


not upon the railroad board of di- 
rectors, though the latter will be 
consulted and accorded the fullest 
opportunity to keep advised of the 
operation of the properties. 


The regional directors and Feder- 


al managers 
will 
be 
required to 


sever 
their 
official relations with 


their respective companies and be- 
come exclusively representatives of 
the United States Railroad Adminis- 
tration. 


The effect of this order will be to 


take away the authority of the presi- 
dents of the respective rairoads, but 
it is thought that in many cases the 
presidents of the railroads will be 
made Federal 
managers. 
It will 


largely be a change of status and 
authority rather than of personnel, 
and while not militating against the 
•welfare of the various roads will se- 
cure the 
fullest 
cooperation" and 


unity in the government adminis- 
tration of transportation. 
It is sim- 


ply a 
federalization 
of 
railroad 


management. 


With this change will come a largo 


reduction in salaries, though it is be- 
lieved that most of the regional di- 
rectors will receive a greater sal- 
ary than Secretary McAdoo himself. 


Director 
General McAdco states 


that the policy adopted will be ad- 
plied with the greatest possible re- 
gard for all the interests affected, 
and with a view to preserving intact, 
so far as reasonably practical, the 
operating organizations of the rail- 
roads.

Whether this provision actually 
denotes that some tonnage in time will 
be made available to non-war consump- 
tion is by no means assured.

war distribution is very comprehen- 
sive. 
Furthermore it is clearly indi- 
cated that it may be extended from 
time to time. This, in effect, gives the 
government an elastic control over such 
excess production as may appear from 
time to time.
